MARYSVILLE ITEMS. 
Claim ing a Date for the Citrns Fair In 
181)1—A Sudden Death. 
M abtsville, October 30th—At a meet­ 
ing to-day of the citizens and the Citrus 
Fair Committee of Yuba and Sutter coun­ 
ties, it was decided to bold a citrus fair in 
Marysville, beginning Monday, January 5, 
1891, open to all the counties of California 
not included in the Sixth Congressional 
District. 
This action is taken subject to the ap­ 
proval of the State Board of Agriculture 
in respect to the appropriation of State 
money for such purpose. 
Formal notification has been sent to the 
Board. Marysville ha9 an excellent pros­ 
pect of being selected a year hence by that 
body as the place for holding the Northern 
and Central California Citrus Fair receiving 
State aid. 
A laboring man named Williom Eva, 
otherwise known as “ Jumbo,” dropped 
dead in the Golden Eagle hotel here to-day. 


DOMESTIC W RANGLE. 
A Young Man Takes a Shot at Ills Step­ 
father In Nevada City. 
N evada City, October 30th.—John R. 
Hopkins last night tired a pistol shot 
through a window 8t George H. Allen, his 
stepfather, but missed the mark. Allen 
had mistreated his wife, whereupon she 
sent to Oroville for her sou, who is a cigar 
manufacturer there. The latter, upon his 
arrival, proceeded to regulate affairs, when 
Allen is alleged to have assaulted him 
with a hatchet, whereupon he ran out of 
the honse and shot. Allen and Hopkins 
have been arrested. 


TORTLAND PICKINGS. 
A Saratoga Chip Factory Gone Up—The 
Proprietor Skips Out. 
P ortland (Or.), October 30th.—This 
morning Judge Shattuck rendered a decis­ 
ion in the case of General Rufas Ingalls, 
executor of the estate of the late Mrs. Es­ 
ther Holladay, against James Steele, the 
administrator of the estate of the late Ben 
Holliday. 
General Ingalls had a claim of $14,500 
against the estate of Ben Holliday, which 
he transferred to Mrs. Ben Holliday. Mrs. 
Holliday instituted a suit against Joseph 
Holliday, then his late brother’s executor, 
to recover $S7,500. After her demise Gsn- 
eral Ingalls was substituted as plaintiff to 
the suit, and Judge Shattuck, deeming the 
claim to be a just one, decided in favor of 
the plaintiff. 
John W. Skills, Jr., who recently started 
a Saratoga chip factory, has left for un­ 
known parts. He has creditors to the 
amount of $3,500 to mourn his absence. 
Gay. the horse-thief, and another pris­ 
oner who effected their escape Monday, 
were captured this evening at Hillsboro, 
but they succeeded in making a second 
escape prior to reaching the jail. 
C. P. Ferry, of Tacoma, is in the city. 
He donbts the report of the robbery of his 
ex-wife. 
In the United States Circuit Court to-day 
the suit of the Nevada Bank of San Fran­ 
cisco against Charlee E. Smith, of Port­ 
land, was taken to trial. The amount at 
stake is about $5,400, and the litigation is 
the result of a reindorsement made by the 
defendant on a note issued to the bank by 
Carl Hansen. The claim of the defense is 
that the bank acted with undue haste in 
bringing the matter into Court. 


DR. J. MILTON BOW ERS. 
He Brings Suit to Recover H is W ife’s In­ 
surance. 
W a sh in g to n, October 30th. — Messrs. 
Campbell and Sanderson, as the attorneys 
of Dr. J. Milton Bowers, commenced 
actions to day to recover the amount of 
insurance on the life of his wife, Cecelia 
Bowers, of whose murder he was con­ 
victed, but subsequently discharged, owing 
to the decision of the Supreme Court grant­ 
ing him a new trial after four years' incar­ 
ceration in the County Jail. 
The defendants are the American Legion 
of Honor for $5,000, the Order of Chosen 
Friends for $3,000, and the Knights and 
Ladies of Honor for $3,000. 
Mrs. Bowers’ life was insured for $17,000 
in favor of her hnsband, but since her 
death two cf the Orders in which she wa* 
insured have gone out of existence. They 
are the Independent Order of Chosen 
Friends, in which she carried a policy of 
$3,000, and the llni ar.ati Order of Honor 
for a like amount. 
It is said that the defendants have ex­ 
pressed a willingness to pay the insurance 
since Dr. Bowers has been liberated, but 
that the latter considered it advisable to 
take some action to prevent his claims 
being void under the statute of limitations, 
which runs four years after the death of the 
insured. Mrs. Bowers died on December 
1, 1885, and consequently his claims would 
be barred on December 1st next, and since 
it may take a longer time to collect the in­ 
surance, the present steps have been taken 
to guard his interests. 


SENTENCING INDIANS. 
One Must H ang and Eight Others go to 
the Penitentiary. 
G lo be (Ariz), October 30th.—The Dis­ 
trict Court of Gila county, Arizona, ad­ 
journing to day resulted in the following 
sentences: The Indian who killed Lieu­ 
tenant Mott, March 10,1887, was sentenced 
to be hanged; one Indian for life imprison­ 
ment for the murder of freighter Coeper; 
one for the murder of another Indian, life 
imprisonment; one received ten years for 
the murder of an Indian, one for twelve 
years for the murder of an Indian, four for 
Beven years oach foi a murderous assault 
on the Chief of Scouts, Al. Sieber. A Mexi­ 
can received one year for embezzlement. A 
total of nine Indians and one Mexican were 
sentenced.

The alleged finger cutting duel between a

estate, and that Baldwin and Langford are 
suspected of concealing Terry's share of 
the money, whereof it is prayed that the 
parties be called to appear before tbe Su­ 
perior Cburt of Fresno county and be 
questioned under oath respecting the 
matter.

ST. HELENA ITEMS. 
D eath from Blood Poisoning—Shot by 
H U Companion. 
St. H e l e n a , October 30th.—Walter Dow­ 
dell, a fifteen-year-old boy, the son of 
James Dowdell, had his hand and arm in­ 
jured by a grape-crusber about one week 
ago. Blood-poisoning set in and the un­ 
fortunate lad died yesterday. 
William Yieson, a native of Germany, 
aged thirty-three years, wandered from his 
home some two weeks ago. He was par­ 
tially demented. It was supposed that he 
had gone to Santa Rosa. Yesterday his re­ 
main: were found near the white church 
between St. Helena and Calistoga. The 
Coroner's Jury rendered a verdict that 
death was the result of starvation aDd ex­ 
posure.

OUR TRADE W ITH SAMOA. 
It W ould be Greatly Increased if the 
Mall Steam er. Touched There. 
W a sh in g to n, October 30th.—Vice-Consul 
Blacklock in his report on the American 
trade in Samoa, says the largest amount of 
cotton goods imported is of British manu­ 
facture, the principal trade being with the 
British Colonies, with which the country 
has the only steam connection. He speaks 
of the recognized superiority of American 
prints, etc., and says: “There are many 
lines in ail classes of goods which can be 
purchased to a better advantage in tbe 
United States which now onr merchants 
have to obtain from tbe English Colonies 
for want of transportation from the United 
States. 
“If the mail steamers running from San 
Francisco to New Zealand and Australia 
called here a good trade would be built up 
in a very short time with the United States. 
All the general merchandise now comiDg 
by Bail would come by steamer, and where 
now only one or two of the larger firms are 
able to import, every storekeeper in the 
place could deal directly with San Fran­ 
cisco, the same as they do now with the 
Australian Colonies. 
“Were the San Francisco and Australian 
mail steamers to call here over half tbe 
goods now imported from British ports 
would come from the United States.” 


REAR ADMIRAL W ALKER. 
He ia Tendered a Farew ell Dinner in 
W ashington. 
W a sh in g to n, October 30th.—A fareweil 
dinner to Rear Admiral Walker, previous 
to his departure to take command of the 
new squadron, was given to-night. Several 
informal speeches were made, and a great 
surprise was given Admiral Walker by 
the reading of the letter prepared by Sec­ 
retary Tracy in which the latter expressed 
a strong sense of the lasting service which 
Admiral Walker has rendered the Navy 
Department during his term as Chief of 
the Bureau of Navigation. 
The letter is extremely complimentary 
in tone, and says it is peculiarly appropri­ 
ate at the close of his responsible duties 
that Admiral Walker should be intrusted 
with the command of the first squadron of 
the reconstructed navy. 
The letter says : “It is not in the power 
of the Department to confer upon the Ad­ 
miral any higher distinction, and his selec­ 
tion wa9 made not only from the knowl­ 
edge of his special fitness, but as a recogni­ 
tion of services hitherto performed.” 
The lettei further says: “There is much 
still to be considered in determining the 
direction of fntnre naval development and 
in the building up of a system of fleet or­ 
ganization adapted to modern conditions, 
and tbe naval administration will be largely 
guided in arriving at its conclusions by the 
experience of the new squadron.”

NEW TREATY. 
Lord Pannrefnte Says the United States 
and Canada W ill H ave One. 
O ttaw a (Ont.), October 30th.—Colonel 
Tilton, Deputy Minister of Fisherita has 
gone to Washington with important data in 
connection with the Atlantic fisheries dif­ 
ficulty, which he will submit aud explain 
to the British Minister. Sir Julian Paunce- 
fote. Some time ago it was announced by 
the Imperial authorities that the British 
Minister at Washington had been invested 
with fall power to settle the fisheries ques­ 
tion, as well as the Behring Sea and Alaska 
bounderies questions. 
Sir Julian appears to have lost no time 
in getting to work. He at once communi­ 
cated with the Government here, and Col­ 
onel Tilton was sent with the information 
to post tbe Minister as to what Canada's 
contentions are. 
Prominent Government officials speak­ 
ing to your correspondent to day, said the 
Minister at Washington intimated to the 
Dominion authorities that it is his inten­ 
tion to open negotiations with the Govern­ 
ment of tbe United States for the framing 
of a new treaty, which will embrace all tbe 
international disputes now pending, as 
soon as he has mastered the facts and con­ 
tentions in connection with these questions. 
The Government here look upon the ac­ 
tion of tbe British Government, in confer­ 
ring full power to settle these questions on 
an English Minister, with much favor. 
Herotofore the negotiations have been 
greatly impeded, owmg to the laxity and 
want of interest shown by the home Gov­ 
ernment. 
Lord Panncefote seems anxious to act in 
harmony with the Canadian authorities, 
and it is believed in official circles here 
that a new treaty will be negotiated within 
the next six months. 


MINISTER MI/.NER. 


E ugene Sundou W ins the £100 R ew ard 
for F eats of Strength. 
L ond o n, October 30th.—At the Royal 
Aquarium last night Eugene Sandou ac­ 
cepted the offer of Samson, known as the 
strongest man, to give £100 to any one who 
would achieve the feats accomplished by 
his pupil Cyclops. Cyclops lifted two fifty- 
pound weights, raised dumbbells 300 to 
400 pouDds, lifted with one finger a stone of 
400 pounds, on which waa placed two 
weights of fifty pounds, lifted 250 pounds 
above his head with his right hand, gradu­ 
ally lowered the arm till at right angles 
with his body, held a dumbbell of 300 
pounds over his head with his right band, 
stooped and lifted litty pounds, raising 
them in turn over his head, lowering to the 
elbow three times, nearly four. SaDdou 
did all these leats. In the last he raised 
fifty pounds in a similar way to Cyclops 
seven times. 


EXCLUDING TIIE CLERKS. 
Judges of Electious W bo W anted No 
Assistance in R allot Counting. 
Butte (Mont.), October 30th.—The hear­ 
ing ol tbe mandamus case was continued 
to-day. Arguments began by tbe counsel 
for tbe relator, who claimed that the irreg­ 
ularities did vitiate the returns. Respond­ 
ent’s counsel based his arguments on the 
tact that the clerks of the election did not 
make the returns, but the judges of the 
election did, and that the latter’s action in 
excluding the clerks and public from the 
count and counting returns themselves 
showed fraud enough to justify throwing 
out the vote. 
The relator’s counsel made a lengthy 
argument on the limitations and powers of 
the Board of Canvassers. He said they 
are simply ministerial, and quoted Mc­ 
Creary on election decisions, Judges 
Knowles and Wade of tbe Montana Su­ 
preme Coart, and numerous other authori­ 
ties in support of his arguments. 


VESSELS SUNK. 
Tlie City of Quincy anil the W ashington 
lloth Founder. 
T acoma (W. T.). October 30th.—The 
steamer City of Quincy, while running up 
to the head of the bay to-Dight, sprung a 
leak and sunk in twelve feet of water in 
tbe draw of the railroad bridge. 
The passengers had been landed. The 
boat was on the way to deliver a cargo of 
oats to the Pacific Produce Company’s 
wharf. Tbe cargo is being transferred to 
lighters. The ship is owned by the Wash­ 
ington Navigation Company. 
The steamer Washington, of the same 
line, ran on some rocks in Deception Pass 
to-day. and was pulled off by tbe straraer 
Washington of the Pacific Navigation Ltne 
and started for Fair Haven. After a short 
time she began to founder and is a total 
loss. The passengers and crew were saved.

Capital of Costa Rica. 
C it y 
o f M ex ic o, October 30lh.—The 
press of this city having called on the Gov­ 
ernment for an explanation of the speech 
delivered by Minister Mizner on his recep­ 
tion as Minister ot the United States at the 
Capital of Costa Rica, has elicited the reply 
of over two columns in the I>iano Ojficittl 
containing the complaint of Mexico to the 
State Department at Washington of the 
affair, which is given, in substance, in the 
following reply trom Minister Romero, 
dated Washington, October 15, 1889: 
“I have the honor to transmit to you a 
copy and translation of a note from Blaine, 
bearing tbis date, wherein he acknowledges 
the receipt ot that which I sent, complain­ 
ing in the name of the Government of 
pnrases relative to that republic that Miz- 
uer, United States Minister in Central 
America, delivered on the 30th of la9t 
August, when he was received by the Pres­ 
ident of Costa Rica. 
“Blaine states that as soon as that ad­ 
dress was delivered in the State Depart­ 
ment Mizuer was informed of the pain that 
its reading caused, because it lent/itself to 
an interpretation unfavorable to the Mex­ 
ican Government. Blaine, in his tone, has 
not limited himself to that, but he says in 
the most emphatic manner tbat the speech 
was delivered without authority from the 
United States Government, and that he re­ 
grets and disapproves of it in the most ab­ 
solute manner.” 
GRECIAN BALL. 
A Grand Display of Royalty at the Pal­ 
ace at Athens. 
A t h e n s, October 30th.—Therewasa State 
ball at tbe Palace last night.at which there 
were 3,000 guests. The Royal Imperial 
personages marched in a procession through 
the ball-rooms. Emperor William, escort­ 
ing the Queen of Greece, led the march, 
followed by the King of Greece and the 
Empress of Germany, the Czarevitch and 
Princess of Wales, the Duke of Sparta and 
Princess of Saxe-Meiningen-Hiedburghdu- 
sen.

THE PACIFIC COAST CHAMBEE OF COM­ 
MERCE. 


During the recent Commercial Confer­ 
ence in San Francisco the delegates from a 
distance were so impressed by the advan- 
ttges of co-operative action that Mr. Coll- 
yer of Tacoma projiosed, and was unani­ 
mously indorsed, that steps be taken to 
form a Pacific coast Chamber of Com­ 
merce, an incorporated body, with head­ 
quarters and all the muniments of such an 
organ r¿ation, representing the common in­ 
terests of the Pacific slope. Its useful­ 
ness as a focus of industrial aud commer­ 
cial activities, and its power to secure for 
them the recognition which their further 
development is soon to need, so impressed 
the conference that a committee was ap­ 
pointed to propose the machinery neces­ 
sary to c-fiéct the plan. 
It will be remembered that Mr. CollyePs 
proposition was adopted as amongst the 
best results of the first commercial confer­ 
ence ever held on the coast. 
It was a tes­ 
timony to the larger view which had been 
reflected from the two days’ contact of 
men brought together for the first time 
from centers as wide apart as San Diego 
and Tacoma. It proved that all the dele­ 
gates had been impressed by the fact that 
general development of the commerce and 
industries of the Pacific slope meant not the 
relocation of distributing points, nor the 
shrinkage of any now established, nor any 
change in the primacy any has won, but 
simply an enlargement of each as much as 
It may deserve by its relations to the laws 
of commercial expansion. It was also 
seen by those points which are upon the 
commercial circumference that San Fran­ 
cisco, as the center, would not only have 
the benefit of her own individual gain in 
mercantile stature, but that as the primate 
of all the others, she would gain prestige 
by her expansion. The convenience of a 
general chamber was at once seen, since it 
would always stand ready to deliver the 
wish, and if need be, the demand, of all 
this region, with the impact of associated 
force. 
It would be like throwing a col­ 
umn of trained veterans into battle, ac­ 
customed to their commanders and to each 
other, witli an esprit du corps born of con­ 
stant elbow touch, as compared with a 
body of raw recruits, brought together by 
emergency, and to be disbanded when it is 
over. 
The conferees from a distance were per­ 
mitted to go home dominated by all of 
these suggestions and inspired by the pros­ 
pect of such a convenient instrument to 
compact the political power of all the 
States that are and are to be in this Pacific 
group, hut they are now notified of the re­ 
fusal of the San Francisco Chamber of 
Commerce to keep its engagement. That 
body refuses to participate, and puts its 
refusal, as we think mistakenly, upon the 
ground that 
San Francisco’s interests 
will not be served hv such an organiza­ 
tion. That Chamber expresses the opin­ 
ion that future conferences like the one 
just held may be summoned to deal with 
matters of common iuterest. 
This policy 
is explained by Captain Merry in an inter­ 
view following the adverse decision of the 
Chamber, in which he is reported as say­ 
ing: 
I t was not from any lack of sym pathy w ith 
th e project, nor irom any desire not to be asso­ 
cia ted w ith the country towns, th a t th e C ham ­ 
ber of Commerce decided not to join any Pacific 
Coast Cham ber, but because we could not uo 
so under our articles of incorporation. They 
M ate th at th e San Fianeisco C ham ber of Com­ 
m erce is formed for the encouragem ent of the 
com m ercial Interests and 
industries of the 
S tale of C alifornia and th e city o< San F ran­ 
cisco. Now, if we joined a Pacific Coast C ham ­ 
b e r oi Commerce, we m ight be placed in the 
position of unintentionally doing San Francisco 
an injury, 
to illu stra te : The new organization 
is to push the establishm ent of fast Pacific coast 
steam ship lines. San Francisco would naturally 
■want to be th e term inal potut on th is coast, and 
y et Ssu Diego m ight have a suthoieut vote in 
th e m eeting to have herself appointed as the 
tinai point, of entry. 
It would seem to be in line with a char­ 
tered purpose to piomote the commercial 
interests and industries of San Francisco 
and the State, to participate in the com­ 
merce and production of the region which 
surrounds it. If the charter of the Cham­ 
ber forbids that its vision shall cross the 
Stale line it is time to have another 
Chamber in San Francisco, or a chartered 
body of some sort that can consider and 
cultivate the friendsiiip and trade of re­ 
gions over the border. 
There are hills beyond Pentlaud, 
There are filths beyond Forth . 
it we h a re lords in the Southland, 
They havephiets in the N orth.” 
Cap tain Merry’s position is a complete 
abandonment and retreat from territory 
that is filling up more rapidly than even 
California, with all het progress. It seems 
to us especially dangerous, too, that this 
action 
h-tccd upon a confession of weak­ 


er lien the commerce of the Pacific will be 
in such volume that the interests of San 
Francisco will require that San Diego and 
Portland and Tacoma shall help to handle 
it, with independent lines of steamers, just 
as Boston, Philadelphia and Baltimore 
help New York handle the commerce of 
the Atlantic. San Francisco should be 
and can be the primate, as she is now, but 
she must maintain her primacy by the at­ 
traction of her enterprise, her generosity, 
her hand reached out in friendship and 
not withheld in fear. 
Mr. Morrow very truthfully told a House 
committee which asked him what interest 
San Francisco had in the vast irrigable 
region outside of California, that the city 
which he partly represents “ has interest 
in the production of every acre of land be­ 
tween the Rocky Mountains and the Pa­ 
cific Ocean.” In all that area there should 
aot be drawn a furrow nor planted a seed 
without the existence of San Francisco 
and its commercial facilities being brought 
into the hopes of the plowman and the 
sower. If the Chamber of Commerce of 
our metropolis is deterred by its constitu­ 
tion and genius from taking this wider 
view, the State and the city should not be 
deprived of a presence and a voice wherever 
and whenever the Pacific coast delegates 
representative bodies to consider how its 
commercial muscle shall be trained and 
stoutened. Such a body, with fuller func­ 
tions, wider reach, a higher vision, should 
seize the opportunity that is just rejected, 
and with neither fear nor jealousy of 
neighbors, should join them cordially in 
promoting the even progress and prosper­ 
ity which their resources are designed for. 
If the San Francisco Chamber of Com­ 
merce be met in the same spirit that its 
charter is said to compel it to show, we 
have the gravest doubts whether it could 
he the originator and host of another com­ 
mercial conference, while the construction 
of its charter which compels its present 
exclusive attitude would equally forbid its 
presence at a conference outside the State 
called by others, even if it would be a 
welcome guest there, with such purposes as 
it has now avowed. It certainly cannot in­ 
spire fear in others, having declared that 
it is afraid of them, while its position can­ 
not command friendship. 


A p o l ic e m a n of New York city, whose 
beat included the spot where the unfor­ 
tunate “lineman” a few days ago was 
burned to death while entangled in elec­ 
tric wires, was last week inspired by a 
happy thought. H e procured a cracker 
box with a glass front, and cutting a slot 
in the top nailed the box to the post over 
which the lineman died. On a bit of 
rough paper he scrawled the words “Don’t 
forget the widow and orphans of the poor 
man who lost his life here.” 
This paper 
he tacked above the box and awaited re­ 
sults. In ten minutes’ time there was a 
crowd around the place and dimes and 
dollars began to rain into the box. In an 
hour more the crowd had grown so large, 
as the people waited to note the contri­ 
butions of the passers-by, that a squad of 
officers had to he detailed 
to keep an 
open passage way. Then the officer ap­ 
pealed to the people to take up a position 
at a little distacne, and observe results from 
that point. They readily complied, and 
as well-to-do men paused and dropped 
their contributions into the improvised 
charity box, the crowd would rush over to 
see what the new addition to the fund 
was, and give it a cheer. 
They would 
then retire to await the arrival of another 
large contributor. Some of these put in 
twenty-dollar bills, same dropped in five- 
dollar gold pieces, others poured in hand­ 
fuls of silver. 
The street urchins con­ 
tributed nickels and pennies, and even 
beggars paused to add their mites. There 
seemed to be none so poor that they could 
not give something, and at night when the 
big-hearted 
officer 
to down the box, 
he had the sum of $800 to turn over to 
the widow. The next day was Sunday 
and his box netted $1,800, and on Monday 
nearly the same amount. That was prac­ 
tical charity; the spirit that moved the 
officer to his act of love was as pure 
and unselfish as ever inspired man to noble 
deeds. It was the charity that does not 
declare to the right hand what the left is 
doing. The purse went to the widow and 
orphan children without a name attached 
to a 
single contribution—it was 
the 
hearty gift of humanity to the suffering 
and the bereaved; it testified in the most 
striking manner to the fact that the 
world is not half so bad and cold and 
selfish as the pessimists would have us 
believe. 


A l a w y e r engaged in the trial of a 
“shooting case” in San Francisco put into 
the hands of the prosecuting witness a 
poem, which she admitted having read to 
the defendant, her husband, just prior to 
his shooting her. 
The attorney then 
offered the poem in evidence to show that 
the reading of such precious rhyme to a 
man by the woman who had scorned him 
but was then pretending to love him, 
would tend to unsettle his reason. It is 
scarcely necessary to say that the rare 
matter read was from the pen of Ella 
Wheeler Wilcox. In view of that fact we 
think that the offer of the attorney should 
have been confessed by the prosecution, 
and the defendant have been set at lib­ 
erty, with a warning to avoid all such 
literature as the “Poems of Passion.”

The Supreme Court Commissioners have 
filed in the office of Deputy Supreme Court 
Clerk Williams an opinion in the case of 
Leo B. Gardner vs. Fred Stoever, on appeal 
from the Superior Court of Butts county. 
The Commissioners state: 
The complaint sets forth mat on the side 
of a public road, Dear Oroville, the plaintiff 
has a slaughter-house, the only means of 
entrance and exit to which is over and 
aloDg that part leading to the residence of 
Manly Cooper; that the defendant, on the 
20th of February last, wrongfully, unlaw­ 
fully and fraudulently, and for the purpose 
of vexing, annoying and preventing ibis 
plaintiff from reaching his slaughter-house, 
caused to be erected across the public high­ 
way a building 
which completely ob­ 
structed the said road for all uses of a road, 
and wholly prevented the plaintiff from 
reaching his slaughter-house; that if de­ 
fendant is permitted to maintain the ob­ 
struction the plaintiff's business will be 
entirely destroyed and broken up, to his 
damage in the sum of $5,000. 
The lower Court granted an injunction 
restraining the defendant from maintaining 
the obstruction.

CAN SUCH T H IN G S B E ? 


H ow a 
B ish o p ’s T rea su re w a s S p irited 
from E u rop e to A m erica . 
New Y o r k , October 30th.—A remarka­ 
ble suit commenced yesterday in the United 
States Circuit Court. 
Leon Bernard is 
plaintiff and ex-Sheriff Peter Bowe defend­ 
ant, Pope Leo XIII., King Leopold II. and 
other eminent personages beiDg involved. 
The story reads like a romance. For years 
the Belgian Kings have not agreed with the 
Pope. The Vatican declared the Pontiff 
alone had power to appoint Bishops in 
Belgium ; the rulers of Belgium wanted 
that power and fought the Church. 
No Catholic house of worship was allowed 
to have surplus funds, and for years mill­ 
ions of fraDcs, contributed by the faithful, 
were stored in the Bishop of Tournay’s 
castle. The Bishops, as they came in power, 
received the treasures in trust as their own 
property. 
One Bishop deposed by Leo was aDgered 
so that he toid King Leopold of the secret 
treasure in the Episcopal castle. The King 
sent emissaries to seize it, commanding 
the informer to remain in charge of the 
diocese. 
The new Bishop seized the castle; a 
trusted agent fled to America with the 
treasure, and deposited it in the trust com­ 
panies. He was seized in Cuba, imprisoned 
without warrant or extradition, taken to 
Belgium, tortured and imprisoned in a 
dungeon. 
By false pretenses and aid, secured by 
bribing a Boston lawyer, who represented 
himself as the imprisoned man's counsel, 
Leopold secured the greater part of the 
Pope's treasure. 
Bernard, who was tried and acquitted, 
fled to England. He was aga n arrested 
and tried and convicted. Leopold did not 
secure all the secreted treasure, aud the de­ 
posed Bishop and the new Bervant of Leo 
came to an understanding, and, It is alleged, 
received, divided and appropriated to their 
own use that portion of the Pope's treasure 
not secured by Leopold. 
The British Government refused to give 
Leon Bernard up, although he was a Bel­ 
gian subject, because the Pope, it is alleged, 
brought bis influence to bear. Bernard is 
now Buing Bowe becauss that official had 
charge of $6u0,000 of the secret treasure and 
gave it to Leopold’s emissary. The suit 
will really be against the King of.Belgium. 
Another suit was brought against the Bos­ 
ton lawyer for his bogus proceeding. 
A Montreal lawyer, who learned that a 
portion of the treasure was hidden in his 
city, went to Leopold and declared be 
would give it up if given a certain portion 
of it. He was arrested, imprisoned, tor­ 
tured, and finally went mad in prison, be­ 
ing sent back to America a raving lunatic. 
He is now confined in an asylnm.

The Bkcoxd Wsiom had a pleaaant call 
yesterday from George W. Hotchkiss, of 
Chicago, editor of the Lumbar Trada Journal, 
who is m aking a tour of the Pacific coast. 
Mr. Hotchkiss was a resident of Sacramento 
as early as 1S49, when he was an employe 
of the firm of Scranton & Sm ith. The 
fram e of the building occupied by that firm 
was fitted in New Haven, brought here and 
put up on J street, about where Wach- 
horst’s store now stands. There was but 
one wooden building erected before that 
one in tbis city, and that, he says, was on 
the corner of F ront and J streets. 
Mr. Hotchkiss related m any interesting 
incidents of that year in Sacramento. H e 
claims to have been the first to give the 
alarm w hen the flood of 1849-50 broke into 
the city. 
H e was ont at night in the rear 
of the store, and noticed some water creep­ 
ing in from the slough. He undertook to 
stop it by m eaDS of a few shovelfuls of 
earth, but the volume increased so rapidly 
th at be became alarmed, and an investiga­ 
tion showed that tbe whole surface of the 
north side of the city was flooded. The 
word was passed around quickly among 
the storekeepers, and the night was given 
np to preparations for the flood. 
"B nt about the funniest thing I recall,” 
said Mr. Hotchkiss, “ was the scene created 
here by the arrival of the first white 
woman in Sacramento. 
I remember it 
well. 
I was back in the store waiting on 
an Indian and two squaws. Presently I 
heard an exclamation trom some one on 
the street, and rushing out found scores of 
m en on the sidewalks 
gazing intently 
down toward the river. 
Then some one 
sang out, 'H ere she com es!’ and soon a 
woman hove in sight on the sidewalk, 
the men falling hack 
respectfully and 
forming open ranks, through which Bhe 
passed. 
The Indians on whom I had been 
waiting had hidden around the corner of 
the building behind some boxes and crock- 
crates, and gazed in perfect astonish­ 
m ent upon the apparition.” 
“ And was she really the first lady to ar 
rive in Sacramento? ” was asked. 
“ I said she was a woman.” replied Mr. 
H otchkiss, "but I don't think she was what 
you would cill a lady. However, I believe 
she was about the first of her sex to set foot 
here. But before the close of ’49 im m i­ 
grants were arriving in vast numbers, and 
the sight of a woman on the streets soon 
ceased to be a cause for w onderm ent.” 
Mr. Hotchkiss said that from here he 
went to Greenwood Valley, El Dorado 
county, where he had a store, bowling- 
alley,etc. The only m ining he ever did 
was on I street, near the slough, where he 
once waffied out a sm all vial of dust. H e 
lately visited 8>tka, Vancouver and other 
points on the northern coast of the Pacific, 
and has been in tbe H um boldt county red­ 
wood region. Speaking of this wood, he 
said : 
‘‘The people of California never have ap­ 
preciated, and do not now appreciate, the 
value of their redwood lumber. There is 
nothing in this country to equal redwood 
for durability, and when selected for the 
interior finish of houses it is as pretty a 
wood as can be found. If we had to send 
to Europe for it there would be no end to 
tbe demand. 
I am sorry to see it wasted, 
as is being done in the regions where it 
grows.” 
Mr. Hotchkiss departed yesterday after­ 
noon for San Francisco, whence he will go 
by water to Portland. 
After a short stay 
there he will visit the booming cities of tbe 
N orthwest and inspect the lum ber dis­ 
tricts. 
H is health has been poor for some 
-ears past, and he hopes to build it up 
again through tbe m edium of the health- 
giving clim ate of the Pacific coast. 
Speaking of Sacramento, Mr. Hotchkiss 
said be had not had tim e to go over much 
of the city, but had seen enough to con­ 
vince him that it had grand commercial 
facilities, and was destined to be a place of 
considerable importance. Of course, there 
were no traces left of the time when he 
lived here. It was then a city of tents, 
chiefly, and everything was in an em- 
bryotic and confused state. Nobody had 
come to stay longer than was found neces­ 
sary to “ make a pile," and the majority of 
m en did not seem to be very particular as 
to how they made their piles. Gambling 
was ram pant, and tbe pop of the piatol 
was heard so often of day and night as to 
cause little excitement. From what he 
could see, Sacramento was well built, with 
tbe exception of some portion of the dow n­ 
town section, but tbis be had no doubt 
would in the course of tim e be improved. 
E astern ideas and methods are penetrating 
into all corners of the West, and Eastern 
capital is daily seeking investm ent on the 
Pacific slope. 
No doubt these influences 
would be felt here, as elsewhere, in due 
tim e.

CALLED OUT. 


T h e N a tio n a l S to n ecu tters’ U n ion C alls 
a H a lt on th e S tate W ork. 
At noon of Tuesday last the twelve stone­ 
cutters employed on the State Capitol 
grounds unexpectedly dropped their tools, 
and have not since returned to work. The 
men were employed in cutting gianite 
steps, buttresses, posts, curbicgs, etc. 
For 
these improvements to the Capitol grounds 
the last Legislature made an appropriation, 
and there is now in the State Treasury 
some $16,000 yet to be expended for the 
purpose. 
The stonecutters commenced 
last June at $4 each per day. There is a 
provision in the law which says that the 
granite of which the steps, etc., are to be 
constructed is to be obtained from the 
quarry at the Folsom Si ate Prison, and the 
Prison Directors are directed to lurnish the 
same for this work. 
The twelve stonecutters qnit because the 
National Stonecutters’ Union, of which 
they are members, ordered them to do 80, 
and for the reason that the National Union 
claims to have a clause in its constitution 
prohibiting their members from working 
on stone or granite on which convict labor 
had been employed. A failure to comply 
with rule subjects members to being black­ 
listed. 
The twelve men recognize the 
strength of their Union, and for fear of 
punishm ent concluded to stop working. 
Im m ediately thereafter the men held a 
meeting, at which a committee was ap­ 
pointed to go to San Francisoo and explaia 
m atters to prom inent members of the 
Union there, and to show that a serious 
mistake has been made in issning the order 
for them to quit. J. Carroll, Jr., foreman 
of the gang, accompanied the committee. 
Carroll is not a member of the Union, as 
“bosses” are not entitled to membership. 
“ The San Francisco Union is back of 
this,” said one of the stone cutters to a 
R ecobd-U n io n reporter yesterday. “That 
Union made representation to the National 
Union regarding the Folsom Prison granite 
that resulted in the stoppage of the State 
work. 
We are not complaining. 
We 
thoroughly understand the law, and the 
position 
of the State 
in the m atter. 
The convicts 
quarry 
the granite and 
we 
dress 
and 
work 
it. 
If 
we 
do not do 
the work the State will 
employ non-Union stonecutters who will. 
1 consider the order a foolish one on 
the part of the Union. O nvicts have to 
do something, and so long as they do not 
dress the granite I cannot see why there 
should be any objection to the stonecutters 
working it. The quarrym en, who have a 
Union of their own, understand the situa­ 
tion and they are not complaining. It is a 
well-known fact that there have been 
times, and there will be again, when gran­ 
ite cannot be quarried in sufficient quanti­ 
ties to meet the demand. The Rocklin 
stonecutters have informed us that we are 
not in the wrong, and they believe that the 
m atter will come out all right. There is 
one thing I do not want to see, and that is 
the non-Union men to get hold of this 
State work, for if they do they will in the 
future have all this class of work in Sacra­ 
m ento. T hat is one reason why I want 
the U nion m en to continue the State 
work.” 
It is thought that the stonecutters will 
settle their differences, and that the men 
will be allowed to continue the State work.

MEANS BUSINESS. 


E r e n t u l l j T h ey M ay G ive W ay to Snow- 


F lew a , if th a L a tter P reva

Rumors have been afloat from tim e to 
tim e daring the past sum m er to the effect 
that the Southern Pacific Company in ­ 
tended abandoning the snowsbed system 
along the Sierra Nevada line of railroad, 
and using a new style of rotary snow-plow 
instead. Tbis plow is constructed som e­ 
w hat on the plan of a m am m oth augnr, 
boring into the snow, which is carried back­ 
ward into an autom atic hopper, which 
throws it ont to one side of the track. But 
it does not appear to be the company's 
purpose to dispense w ith the snowsheds— 
at least for the present, judging from a re­ 
cent article in the Railway Gaaette, con­ 
tributed by W . G. Curtis, Assistant General 
Manager, in which he says: 
The m axim um annual aggregate snowfall 
(as measured from time to tim e during 
storms) on record since the year 1S70 along 
the line of the Central Pacific Railroad over 
the Sierra Nevada Mountains, is sixty-three 
feet. After thoroughly experimenting with 
various forms, sizes and weights of the or­ 
dinary type of pushing snow-plow, it was 
found impracticable to keep the road clear 
with such appliances, and the higher por­ 
tions ot the Central Pacific line (viz: from 
a point near Shady Run Station, 4.160 feet 
above sea level, eastward over the sum m it 
at an elevation of 7,017 
feet, to near 
Trnckee, an elevation of 5,819 feet) was 
protected by snowsheds constructed during 
the years 1868 and 1S69. 
The total length 
of sheds built was about thirty-seven mile?, 
thirty miles of this distance being practi­ 
cally continuous shedding. 
The sheds are protected against disasters 
by fire by watchmen patrolling through 
them on short beats day and night, by 
special w atchm en stationed on a high 
m ountain top overlookingsome twenty-five 
miles of the road, and by fire trains (a loco­ 
motive with steam fire pum p and water 
tank cars attached) stationed at different 
points at all times ready for service. A dis­ 
trict telegraph and telephone system for 
controlling watchmen, and a Gamewell 
fire-alarm telegraph system are also used in 
connection with the fire protection service. 
As often as twice a week duriDg the sum ­ 
mer season one or more lire trains are sent 
out to thoroughly wet down tbe upper por­ 
tion of the shed most exposed to danger 
from lire by sparks issuiDg from locomotive 
smokestacks, and the losses resulting from 
this particular source of danger have been 
very sm all; the greatest danger, and the 
one most difficult to guard against, being 
forest fires originating at a distance from 
the line of the railroad. From this cause 
during the present season a little over a 
mile of sheds was destroyed near Cascade 
station, 6,500 feet above sea level, at a sec­ 
tion of the road not endangered by snow- 
slides. 
We intend, merely S3 an experiment, to 
leave this mile section of the road open un­ 
til the next, severe winter, using a steam 
plow to keep the track clear of snow. 
Should we find it possible to handle the 
snow successfully at the point in question 
in the heaviest storms with the modern 
m achine plows, we may take down about 
twenty miles of the shedding, leaving only 
that portion of tbe road exposed to ava­ 
lanches 
protected 
by 
snow-sheds and 
galleries.

T h e C hicago an d A lto n in C ontrol of th e 
U nion P acific. 
X'kw Y ork. October30th.—Alm ost before 
the ink bad become dry on the document 
which now binds the Union Pacific and 
the Chicago and Northwestern together 
with an almost indissoluble link for the 
next ten years. President Charles Francis 
Adams of the former had practically con­ 
cluded arrangements w ith Vice-President 
McMullen of the Chicago and Alton for the 
passing of a majority interest in the shares 
of the latter company into his own hands. 
Exactly how much cash, if any, passed 
in the operation is not known, bat the 
am ount involved is probably not far from 
$12,400,000, this am ount being equal to$140 
a share for a m ajority of the capital stock 
of the Chicago and Alton Company, the 
total stock issued being $17,504,100. 
It is possible that holders of the Chicago 
and Alton steck may elect to take in pay­ 
m ent collateral trust bonds of the Union 
Pacific, the etock of their own road being 
the collateral pledged. 
N ew Y ork, October 30th.—K iernan’a 
circular says: The following lines are in ­ 
cluded in the Vanderbilt Union-Pacific 
alliance: New York Central, West Shore. 
Labe Shore, 
Canada Southern, Nickel 
Plate, Northwestern, St. Paul and Omaha, 
Union Pacific, Oregon Navigation, Oregon 
Transportation, Chicago and Alton, Cleve­ 
land. Cincinnati, Chicago and St. Louis and 
Chesapeake 8Dd Ohio. 
W hen the Denver, 
Texas and Fort W orth line is added to the 
system tbe negotiations, w hich promise to 
be successful, t os- pending, will show an 
aggregate of Í7,ú75 mi es, with a bOLd 
value of $639,(x.0,000 and capital shares 
$582 952,000. 
K iernan’s Financial Circular states: 
We 
have inves'igated thoroughly tue reported 
Unicn Pacific arid Chicago and Alton deal, 
and ere assured the negotiations outlined 
are correct. Other and more im portant 
transactions are pending. 
Nkw Y o r k , October 30th.—The Commer­ 
cial Advertiser says: 
It is a well-known 
fact that the Alton Company entered the 
Railroad Presidents’ Association with re­ 
luctance. 
W hen the Atchison claimed the 
right to carry all its freight beyond Kansas 
City w ithout breaking bulk, the Alton, 
which bad before received a large propor­ 
tion of such freight, protested and appealed 
to the Association. 
The decision was 
against the Alton Company, which then 
withdrew from the Association. The road 
has always been conservative, and was 
loathe to become a rate disturber, but its 
position was such that it m ust either begin 
to fight for business or lease or sell out to 
some other company 
The Atchison finally 
offered to purchase the contract at $125 per 
share. The proposition was rejected. The 
Union Pacific, in contemplation of its deal 
with the Northwestern, offered $140, and 
the Alton accepted. 
B oston, October 
3 0 th —Union Pacific 
officials deny the reported purchase of 
the Chicago and Alton road. They say tbe 
Alton is the best traffic feeder of the Union 
Pacific Kansas lines, and had not the Union 
Pacific the worst railroad charter in the 
world, it would be a perfectly natural alli­ 
ance to make, but such a thing has never 
been seriously considered. 


NORTHERN PA C IFIC .

th a t th e d e a l h a s b een a c c o m p lis h e d . 
J. Pierpont Morgan is credited with hav­ 
ing put the thing through. It is asserted 
that the papers will all be signed in a few 
days and the independence of the Chicago 
and Alton cease. 
Cbauncey M. Depew did not seem dis­ 
posed to adm it the full effect and full influ­ 
ence attributed to the transaction. He 
said : 
“There has been no change of pro­ 
prietary interest in the Altou system so far 
as I know, nor, as I am informed, has there 
been any operation like consolidation. I 
understood that a traffic agreement similar 
to that negotiated between the Northwest­ 
ern and the Union Pacific had been agreed 
upon. Newspapers have been induced to 
m ake too much of the m atter.” 
“ Seriously,” continued Depew, “there is 
no truth whatever in the statem ents that 
the Vanderbilt's have purchased the Chica­ 
go and Alton or any part of its control, or 
that they contemplate any such transac­ 
tions, or have been interested in any nego­ 
tiations directly or indirectly that may 
have been opened by anybody in regard 
to the Chicago and Alton. 
I m ake the 
denial in '.be most sweeping manner, and 
when I say Vauderbilt I include those cap­ 
italists who are identified with the Vander­ 
bilt name, and who are usually interested 
with him. 
"The Vanderbilts are satisfied with the 
properties with which they are now con­ 
nected or which they control, and which 
the public know about, and are not reach­ 
ing after any new expansions, and are only 
desirous of developing the interests now in 
their hands. If the Union Pacific has 
m ade an arrangem ent w ith the Allon road, 
we know nothing about it, and the North­ 
western is certainly not concerned. If the 
Union Pacific should secure a traffic con­ 
tract with the Alton, it would sim ply mean 
that it desired to reach St. Louis.”

C h ic a g o , October 30th.—At the opening 
of the Cronin trial this m orning the State’s 
attorney secured an attachm ent for Edward 
Spellman, of Peoria, 111., District Officer of 
the Clan-na-Gael. The first witness, Dennis 
O'Connor, testified as to the proceedings of 
Camp 20 on the night of February 3th. 
H i1» memory was deficient. 
Patrick Ñolsn, Financial Secrelary of 
Camp 20, testified that the meeting of the 
camp the night before Cronin was m ur­ 
dered was a call for a report of the secret 
committee appointed February Sth. and 
Beggs, the Senior Guardian, said that the 
committee was to report to him personally. 
The next witness was Captain Thomas F. 
O'Connor, the m an who created the excite­ 
m ent in Camp 20 on theuígt* of February 
8th by saying that h? had heard read in 
another (im p the report of the committee 
that tried the triangle. Captain O'CocDor 
said that Andrew Fay made a speech, say­ 
ing the disclosures by Le Caron showed 
there were four British spies in the Clan- 
na-Gael, and it was necessary to reorganize, 
in order to get them out. O'Connor then 
said the organization was rnn by a parcel 
of rogues as the executive body, and had 
squandered over $100,000 of the organiza­ 
tion's funds and sent its best men into Eng­ 
lish prisons ; that Le Caron was the agent 
of the executive body and paid fay them . 
O’CoDPor then told of hearing in another 
cam p the report of tbe committee to try 
the triangle, and had seen a written report 
of 300 closely-written pages. 
Then Dan. 
Congtiiin moved the appointm ent of a 
secret com m ittee to find out th e s o a te e o f 
O’Connor’s inform ation. Senior Guardian 
Bezvs sa:d he would appoint a committee. 
On cross exam ination C aptiin O’Connor 
said he did not say in his speech on Feb­ 
ruary M : that Dr. Cronin read the re­ 
p rt of the Trial Committee, nor did he 
sac ”J w hat cam p it was read. 
H e s.id that af tr to wss suhnenaed to 
appear before the Croniu Coroner’s jury he 
m et B-ggs and asked him if he should dis­ 
close the secreta of the orgauizition. 


Beggs told him to go ahead as they were 
already pub ic property. 
On re-direct examination the fact was 
brought out that there were five or six 
membeis of Camp 20 preseat when the 
witness made his speech on February 8:h 
who were in the otaer caiup when the re­ 
port in regard to the triangle trial was 
given. 
He explained it was a verbal not a 
written report. 
There were eighteen or 
twenty members of Camp 20 in the other 
camp when the report was made. That re­ 
port, he said, was made by the late Dr. 
Cronin in his (Cronin's) camp. 
Subse­ 
quently Dr. Cronin showed witness the 
written report. 
H enry Owen O’Connor, a member of 
Camp 20, described the proceedings at the 
meetings of February 8th and 22d, without 
bringing out any new points. At a subse­ 
quent meeting, however, he said Daniel 
Conghlin came up to him and said that in­ 
formation had been received in Chicago to 
the effect that a confederate of Le Caron 
was in the organization, and that the indi­ 
cations pointed to Dr. Cronin. 
Patrick McGarry, the Senior Guardian of 
the Clan-na-Gael Camp íd Lakeview, insti­ 
tuted by Dr. Cronin, told of a visit he made 
to the house of iceman O'Snllivan the 
Sunday following Cronin’s disappearance. 
He questioned 
O'Sullivan very closely 
about his contract w ith Cronin, and de­ 
scribed the twitching of O'Sullivan's face. 
Adjourned till to-morrow.

C h ic a g o , October 30th.—The Farmrrs' 
Review of October 31st will ssy: The re­ 
ports of crop correspondents relative to 
fall pasturage show it is good in Ohio, 
Missour and Kentucky. In Dakota, Kansas 
and Michigan it is good only in about half 
the counties. 
In Iowa and Nebraska the 
proportion is still lower. 
The movement of cattle generally is 
slow. The condition of cattle in Illinois is 
good, but movement slow; in Indiana it is 
good, and in Ohio fair, w ith movement 
brisk in places. 
In Missouri the condition 
is good and m ovement slow; K entucky is 
fair to good; Nebraska good; Iowa’s condi­ 
tion is fair, but poor in several counties. In 
Michigan the condition is thin, and in sev­ 
eral counties the movem ent is slow.

Wisconsin the condition is poor and in 
the three counties the movement is slow. 
Minnesota is poor in two counties, and fair 
to good in the rest of the State. Dakota, 
fair to good, w ith movement brisk in five 
counties.
